‘The priso- 
ners were then brought up in detachments, 
tied across the bags, and then thrashed with 
the cat. Two men kept time with their 
whips, and beat their unhappy victams until 
the ship’s deck literally ran with bluod. Af- 
ter each man fainted, he was washed down 
with salt water and sent below. This pro- 
ceeding was kept up until the whole body of 
cvolies had been subjected to the lash, the 
pretence being that only by striking terror 
in this inhuman way could a mutiny be pre- 
vented. In due course the ship touched at 
Batavia, at Mauritius, and at the Cape of 
Good Hope. At each of these ports, and 
during the whole stay there all the coolies 
were forced to stay below, the hatches being 
kept on, and even the hospital bulkheads for 
the sica being kept closed. All this time 
the heat was dreadful even in the open air. 
The hospitals were not cleaned during the 
whole passage. As the coolies d.ed they 
were pitched overboard, without even the 
pretence of a ceremony. Some strangled 
themselves to escape the agonies of heat, 
thirst and continual stripes. The ship 
would sometimes resound with groans of 
pain. A gang of sailurs would then often 
descend with whips and belay:ng pins, and 
lay about them in all directions with the fe- 
rocity of fiends. ‘The scene must, indeed, 
have been like Pandemonium, and the howls | 
of the prisoners, and the imprecations of | 
their oppressors like the outcries of the con- | 
demned. No wonder the poor, kidnapped | 
Chinamen died off like sheep, and weleomed 
death, no doubt, in most cases, as a release 
from their tortures.

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Ihe idea that certain of the foul seed in 
degeneration in the changing of one variety 
into another, may easily be settled by the 
employment of a good fan in cleaning grain. 
If absolutely clean seed be sown in soil cer- 
tainly known to from other seeds, 
the product will be like the seed sown. One 
of the great difficulties is that the soil 
constantly filled with the seeds of weeds, 
brought and retained there by various 
natural agencies ; some of them iike purs- 
lain, chess, and other seeds of persistent 
vitality remaining for a long time in the 
soil until called into growth by favorable 
circumstances. 

We will give a single instance to illus- 
trate the point. The farmer cleans his seed 
thoroughly, perhaps goes to the trouble to 
pick it over, and sows it, and, notwithstand- 
ing this care, finds the crop, the seed 
which he thought he had so carefully gone 
filled with foul weeds. ‘The chaff 
or tailings from the fanning mill, were 
thrown into the barn 
manure, and had the land 
and perhaps ploughed deeply under, to re- 
main a portion of it, in the soil for years, 
perhaps before it germinates. Or birds 
may have eaten the seed and a portion un 
digested, has been scattered on the svil. 
These are but two of the more common 
ways in which foul seed is disseminated 
but are striking enough to account for their 
sprea i. 

As a rule, farmers who are the 
most careful in cleaning their seed grains, 
and the most thorough in their cultivation, 
have the fewest weeds to contend with; and 
such are the most fully compensated in the 
end for their pains. One of the most pro- 
lifie sources of the spread of weeds is sow- 
ing directly from the threshing machine, for 
however well these machines clean the grain 
fur market purposes, and the better classes 
of them do it admirably, still there is no 
power machine that will clean seed in 
thorough a manner as to fit it for sowing. 
This, however, may be accomplished by 
cleaning by the more modern tans, having 
sieves adapted to the various sizes and 
shapes of seeds and perfectly controlled | y 
the blast given. With the use of these we 
have often secured a large advance over the 
ordinary market price, on account of the 
seed being perfectly clean. 

One of the most difficult seeds to separate 
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thoroughly it is necessary to have proper 
sieves for separating these from the good 
grain, since the specific gravity of these 
seeds is very nearly that of barley, rye, and 
wheat. In the case of chess, the peculiar 
form of the seed, being long hke wheat and 
rye, renders it especially difficult of separa- 
tion. But, with the modern fans, but little 
difficulty will be experienced in their sepa- 
ration, and the ue of the seec will be 
thereby much enhanced.— Western Rural.

ex and denounce all who seek to drag the profession 


into crime and disrepute; and, secondly, to tell the 
anfortunate, who will, we regret to say. exist as long ar 
sin curses the earth, where their troubles may receive 
honest and competent treatment. It is held in the betiet 
of many that regular family doctors cannot consistently 
treat every contagious disease. Ile.ds of families natu- 
rally feel averse to having their family physicians do so, 
and as a consequence the medical profession has become 
divided. However wrong or inconsistent thie may be 
with scientific opinion, the fact existe, and public senti- 
ment may, we suppose, be held responsible 

Holding, then, that it was our duty to find, if possible, 
some reliable medical effice where the unfortunate cap 
receive honest treatment by a competent medical man 
who sail« under no fictitious name, and who is responsible 
for his acts, our reporter made an examination of some 
twenty of the principal offices yesterday morning, but 
found with « single exception no place that seemed to 
quarantee any reliability or medical skill. There was in 
almost every instance some fraud or swindle connected 
with the office. Either the “ doctor '’ was only a hotel 
porter, with some deceased physician's name, or dry 
goods clerk with a similar fictitious title. It seemed for 
some time that there was nota reliable “* medical insti- 
tute ” in the city. 

At last our reporter entered the Morrill Medical Insti- 
tute, where he found the doctor, Frederick Morrill, will- 
ing, indeed desirous, to have his mode of treatment thor- 
oughly investigated. This seemed vastly different from 
the other doctors he had called on. They all protested 
against any attempt at investigation, and in many 
instances ordered him to leave the office. Not so, how- 
ever, with Dr. Morrill. He courted the most thorough 
scrutiny. This oar reporter proceeded to make in com 
prny with a disinterested citizen, and after making any | 
possible inquiry and observation, he states that there 
one place where all classes of complaints and diseases are 
treated by an honest and upright physician ; that 

is the “ Morrill Medical Institute,” where Dr. F. Morrill, 
an old and competent doctor, graduate of the Medical 
University at Philadelphia, is constantly in attendance 
It is a singular fact that our reporter has heard no tangi- 
bie stories against the doctor, although every quack in 
the city is bicterly opposed to him, probably on account 
of his unprecedented success in all his medical undertak
